Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/1 8/201 0 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4,8 and 1 0-1 2 are allowed (Claims 2-3, 5-7 and 9 are canceled by the 
Applicant). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1,4,8 and 1 0-1 2 is the inclusion 
of the limitations of the E field radiator is completely constituted of woven-in electrically 
conductive thread constructions of the textile material itself that can be processed by 
machine as part of an industrial production process that is customary with textiles, 
whereby the E field radiator is a mechanically shortened E field radiator is made to 
resonate with the working frequency by inductances whose geometry is compatible with 
the industrial production process that is customary with textiles, and wherein in the 
production process of weaving, inductances are made to meander, with such 
meandering being achieved by a continuous electrically conductive weft thread, which 
between each weft extends parallel to the warp threads along a distance on the 
respective selvedge, which distance corresponds to the thickness of several weft 
threads. It is these limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the 
combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record 
which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
